». Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Toda 
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Make Off-Season Jams Easy 


By JUDITH WILSON 
FTER the bountiful feasts 
of Thanksgiving, Christmas, 

New Year's and Valentine’s Day, 
you are apt to find the shelves 
otf your jelly cupboards nearly 
bare. Yet it is several months 
before fresh fruits will return to 
the market... You needn't be 
without these handy delicacies. 
however, as long as the citrus 
fruits, cranberries, canned and 
dried fruits and bottled fruit 
juices ure available. 


Jellies and jams have many 
practical uses— as garnishes 
sandwich spreads, flavorings tor 
beverages, desserts and relishes. 
To renew your supply. buy three 
or: four botti!es of commercial 
fruit pectin, canned pineapple 
and grapefruit juice, tomato 
juice and your favorite dried 
fruit.. Here are recipes for un- 
usually tempting jellics, jams 
and relishes. 

Pincapple- Mint Jelly 

Measure two cups unsweetened 
pineapple juice into a ‘saucepay 
with one-half cup lemon juice 
and three and one-half cups 
granulated sugar. Add enough 
green coloring to make the jelly 
the desired shade and bring the 
mixture to a boil over the hot- 
test fire. Add one cup fruit pec- 
tin. stirring constantly. Bring to 
a-full rolling boil for one-halt 
minute. Remove from the fire 
and add two teaspoons mint ex- 
tract. skim and pour into clean 
hot glasses. Cover immediately 
with a thin layer of’ melted par- 
affin and when cool. pour on a 
second layer. rolling the glass s:
